Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  for  the  year  I968. 

The  birth  rate  vas  a  little  lower  than  last  year  (5 
fewer  babies  were  born)  but  the  rate  is  still  well  above 
the  National  average.  There  were  two  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year.  The  illegitimacy  rate  at  6,5^  is  lower 
than  in  1967.  The  death  rate  remains  low.  In  this 
Year’s  report  causes  of  death  are  recorded  in  some  greater 
detail,  and  are  not,  therefore,  strictly  comparable  with 
the  table  for  1967. 

There  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  to  me  during  the  year.  I  wish

EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  proceeding  table  there  are  1,4^1 
properties  in  the  district  which  cannot,  at  present,  be  connected 
to  a  public  sewer.  It  is  possible  that  if  public  sewers  are 
eventually  provided  at  Hinderclay,  Hunston,  Langham,  Stowlangtoft 
and  Tostock  this  number  could  be  reduced  by  300  to  1,181. 

It  follows  that  these  1,181  properties  will  therefore  have  to 
depend  on  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  if  they  are  to  enjoy  the  benefits 
of  baths,  wash-hand  basins,  sinks,  and  water  closets.

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  water  courses  within  the  district  show  no  noticeable  pollution 
by  soil  drainage  but  some  ditches,  especially  in  the  thinly  populated 
areas,  are  undoubtedly  affected  by  the  effluent  from  septic  tanks. 

Prolonged  heavy  rain  during  14th  and  15th  September  changed  the 
small  streams  throughout  the  district  into  raging  torrents  -  flooding 
occurred  at  all  low-lying  areas  and  4^  dwellings  were  involved  as 
follows

Other  dwellings  were  affected  by  surface  water  draining  from 
fields  saturated  by  the  abnormal  summer  rains  and  packed  hard  by  the 
harvesting  machinery. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Owing  to  financial  considerations  the  planned  duplication  of  the 
refuse  collection  service  during  1968  had  to  be  deferred  for  the  time 
being  but  a  weekly  back-door  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the 
district  must  continue  to  be  the  aim  of  your  Public  Health  Department, 


Following  the  implementation  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1968  the 
Council’s  decision  to  collect  and  dispose  of  items  too  bulky  to  be 
included  in  the  normal  collection  service  has  helped  to  clean  up  the 
countryside  and  has  also  proved  to  be  a  tonic  in  the  field  of  good 
public  relations. 


The  quantity  of  material  discarded  by  the  public  continues  to 
increase  in  both  weight  and  volume,  and  it  is  estimated  that  during 
the  year  15,000  cub.  yards,  weighing  2,200  tons,  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  buried  in  the  three  pits  at  present  in  use  at  Elmswell, 
Hinderclay  and  Woolpit.  That  the  controlled  tipping  practised  at 
these  pits  has  proved  successful  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  no 
complaints  concerning  refuse  disposal  have  been  received  during  the 
year.
